Balkans Are 
Jittery Over 
Forthcoming 
Aerial Blows

London, Dec. 13 (APf—A peace or 


war crisis, inspired in part by fear 
of an expected Allied invasion of 
the Balkans, was shaking Bulgaria 
to her very foundations today amid 
some indications the world has little 
more time to wait for the promised 
east - west - south knockout 
blows 


against Hitler. 


The next 100 days "will be as 


important in the history of the 
world as the 100 days before 
Waterloo," declared Lord Stra- 
bolgi, chief labor whip in the 
House of Lords, in a speech yes- 
terday at Luton. 
"Then Na- 


poleon met his fate and Hitler 
will meet his if we act bravely 
and swiftly." 
Bulgaria, first in defeat In the 


1918 debacle of the Germanic pow- 
ers, again is treading a similar path, 
and continental reports told of the 


troops 
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dispatch of more German 
there. 


Reluctant to break with Germany 


but anxious to' continue her tra- 
ditional friendship with Russia, this 
key central Balkan kingdom is wob- 
bling precariously under the impact 
of both Allied and Nazi propaganda 
as well as the more direct menace 
of Hitler bayonets and further and 
sttti heavier loads of Allied "aerial 
bombs. 


"Bulgaria as a Nazi power Is 


reaching the end of her tether," 
wrote the London Times diplomatic 
Correspondent, who formerly wa: 
stationed in Sofia, the Bulgarian 
capital. 


Weakens Nazis 


"The actual end can hardly be 


expected to precede the general 
Allied assault on the Balkans," 
he added, "but it is certain that 
present conditions in Bulgaria 
have greatly contributed to the 
•weakening1 of the German posi- 
tion in southeastern Europe and 
that the collapse of Bulgaria 
•would mean no less than the 
complete disintegration of the 
Nazi Balkan fortress.'' 
Like Bulgaria, Hitler's other vas- 


sals in southeastern Europe—Hun- 
gary and Rumania—also are waver- 
ing, while in Yugoslavia Marshal 
Josip Broz (Tito), his own position 
strengthened by the recent forma- 
tion of a rump government in oppo- 
sition to the Royalist government- 
in-exile, dramatically appealed to 
his- scattered partisans followers 
yesterday to rise up everywhere and 
•wage desperate battle against a 
major German drive to crush them. 


The Rumanians, restive under 


their own losses and territorial 
sacrifices, 
are watching 
the 


Russians approaching ever near- 
er their border with the same 
thought as Bulgaria and • Hun- 
gary: How to quit the German 
cause. 


Tension Spreads 


Berlin has dispatched Hans Neu- 


bacher, Balkan problem specialist, 
on a mystery mission to Budapest 
amid reports of one Hungarian cab- 
inet meeting after another. Tension 
was said to be spreading through 
the country after the Hungarian 
peace party distributed pamphlets 
urging resistance to the war effort. 


Although obviously concerned 
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Third Of Littlestown 
Foundry Destroyed By 
Flames Saturday Night 


More than a third of the plant of the Littlestown Hard- 


ware and Foundry Company, Inc., at Littlestown was de- 
stroyed by fire Saturday evening with a loss that is estimated 
at upwards of $50,000 by L. D. Snyder, secretary of the firm. 


Today the charred ruins of two of the factory's chief pro- 


duction units were being inspected to determine whether any 
of the tools and machinery—worth thousands of dollars—in 
the razed buildings will be usable. 


Company officials said that plans are underway to put 


remaining sections of the plant—which for the last two years 
have been engaged chiefly in the production of metal castings 
for Army and Navy Ordnance and the Maritime Service— 
back into production as rapidly as possible. The plant em- 
ploys 104 persons. 


Ladders, Roofs Ice-Coated 


Flames that apparently originated in the plant's boiler 


room had burst through the roof of the plant before the fire 
was discovered at 6:40 o'clock by William Blouse, who lives 
next door to the foundry at Charles and M streets near the 
western edge of town. Blouse said flames and smoke burst 
through the roof "like an explosion." 


Littlestown, Taneytown and Gettysburg fire companies 


were summoned sending seven pieces of apparatus to the 
scene. By 8 o'clock the flames were definitely under control 
but the boiler room, the moulding and grinding departments 
and a large frame storage building extending along the Penn- 
sylvania railroad branch at the rear of the plant property 
had been destroyed.

freezing temperatures, the .firemen 
soon had ice-covered roofs, ladders 
and walks to contend with. Three 
Littlestown firemen were Injured, 
none seriously. 


The cause of the fire remained un- 


known today but Chief of Police H. 
S. Roberts said this morning his 
investigation failed to show any 
indication of sabotage. 
The only 


suggestion on the origin of the fire 
was the possibility that it might 
have started with a spontaneous ex- 
plosion in "the dust-collection 
sys- 


tem at the point it enters the fur- 
naces.

Allied Headquarters, Algiers, Dec. 13 (AP)—Cracking a 


portion of the new 15-mile-long Adriatic line on which the 
Germans have massed three divisions, the British Eighth 
Army has captured elevated ground overlooking the seacoast 
town of Ortona—anchor of enemy defenses guarding roads 
both to Pescara and Chieti. 


Official advices today reported fierce fighting along the 


entire sector, extending from Ortona, which is three miles 
north of the Moro river, through Orsogno to Guardiagrele 
on the slopes of the Maiella mountains which tower up to 
8,000 feet 15 miles in from the sea. . 


The new limited gains by Gen. Sir Bernard L. Mont- 


gomery's warriors, which included widening of two more 
river bridgeheads, came in the face of strong enemy counter- 
attacks in that sector while a lull prevailed on the Fifth 
Army front. 


6,000 Prisoners Have Been Taken 


Headquarters announced meanwhile that a total of 6,000 


German prisoners have been taken by the Fifth and Eighth 
Armies since the first landings in Italy.

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WATCH BALKAN 
POWDER KEG IN 
PRESENT CRISES 


By DEWTTT MACKENZIE 


(Associated Press War Analyst) 
Among the most dramatic situa- 


tions—and I believe one of the 
most important—thus far recorded 
in an active week-end rests in the 
politico-military events in the ex- 
plosive Balkans. 


It will,,I suggest, be worth while 


for readers to watch this fiery cock- 
pit of southeastern Europe. That 
theater not only is of military mo- 
ment to the Allies, but there we 
have under way significant political 
developments which will mean much 
to the post-war world. 


Three thrones—those of Yugo- 


slavia, Bulgaria and Greece—are 
rocking like small boats in a hurri- 
cane. The governments of Rumania 
and Hungary also are being lashed 
by the storm. These political up- 
heavals strike me as symptomatic 
of what we may expect in« many 
parts Of the disrupted European con- 
tinent as soon as the war ends. 


Slav Crisis Important 


The Yugoslav crisis is of vast 


importance, and this revolves around 
the colorful leadership of Marshal 
Josip Broz—"Tito." they call him— 
commander of the partisan guerrilla 
forces, which are made up of peas- 
ants and hardy mountain folk. War 
makes and unmakes personalities, 
and it looks as though one of the 
striking figures of our global conflict 
is emerging from the obscurity of 
the Balkans-dn the person of Tito. 


As the cards now lie, Tito is go- 


ing to have a major role in smash- 
ing the Hitlerite forces in the Bal- 
kan peninsula. 
But that's likely 


to be only part of his mission. Look- 
ing ahead through the smoke of 
battle, I think we shall find him 
influencing the political future of 
his own country and consequently 
of the rest of the Balkans. 


The Tito Case 


Many of Tito's followers wear the 


badges of Communism and salute 
with the clenched fist. They are

STATE JURIST 


Philadelphia, Dec. 13 (AP)—Jo- 


seph Stadtfeld, 82-year-old associate 
judge of the Pennsylvania Superior 
court, died in a hospital last night 
after an illness of less than 24 hours. 


A resident of Pittsburgh since 


boyhood, he had served on the Su- 
perior court bench since 1931. His 
assistant, Joseph Madza, who was 
with him when he collapsed in a 
hotel, said he had been working 
hard and apparently suffered from 
exhaustion. 


Mrs. Stadtfeld and a son, Rogers, 


had been summoned from Pittsburgh 
and were at the bedside. 


Ex-President of State Bar 


Judge Stadtfeld was born in New 


York August 12, 1861, the son of 
Moritz and Sophie (Spier) Stadt- 
feld. 
He attended public schools 


and was graduated with honors from 
Pittsburgh Central high school at 
the age of 16. 


After studying law under the late 


Winfield S. Purviaiice and Lieut. 
Gov. Walter Lyon, he was admit- 
ted to the Allegheny county bar in 
1886, and through 45 years of prac- 
tice never entered into a partner- 
ship. 


Twice president of the Allegheny 


County Bar association, 
he also 


served as president and vice-presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Bar as- 
sociation and was a -member of the 
American Bar association's state ex- 
ecutive committee.

He was appointed to the Alle- 


gheny common pleas bench by Gov- 
ernor Fisher in 1930 but the next 
year was defeated for the nomina- 
tion to succeed himself.

And the government wants the used fats you can 
save in your kitchen to make mountains of am­ 
munition, medicines, and other battlefield needs. 


"Not a Premium on Patriotism" 


‘These are the facts as they have been pointed 
out to OPA by the War Food Administration. 
And they have led to this new plan: 'Two red 
ration points free when you turn in a pound of 
used fat to your butcher/ 


“This is not a premium on patriotism. It is a 
way of bringing home to all women the urgent 
need of kitchen fats to make gunpowder. 
Moreover, it seems only just to return points 
for this service, because fats cost ration stamps. 
Your butcher has been informed of this ruling 
which went into effect on December 13th.” 


How the Man Will Work 


It’s as simple as it sounds. All you have to do 
is fill up a tin can with used cooking fat and 
take it to your butcher. You don’t need to use 


a special kind of can— any kind will do. And 
you don’t need to have any specified amount of 
fat; take it to your butcher whenever the can it 
full. He will estimate the weight of thé tin and 
give you, cash in hand, 4c and two red points 
for every pound of used fat you deliver. 


The government does not ask for these fata 
until you’ve got the cooking good out of them. 
But when that is done, every spoonful is wanted. 


Would it surprise you to learn that just one 
siftgle tablespoon of fat—just the little hit that 
is usually washed out of your broilers and roast­ 
ing pans and skillets—will make fh>e machine 
gun bullets? Or enough smallpox vaccines for 
seventy-three men? 


Answers to Housewives* Questions 


It doesn’t matter whether the fat is burned or 
black—it still makes crystal-cleur glycerine, 


It doesn’t matter whether it's pan drippings, 
fat from a soup, used shortening, cooking oils, 
or melted solid fat. 


And, finally, it doesn't matter how little you 
save each day. Every drop is precious. 


Saving these fats and turning them in is not 
an easy job. But it’s a lot easier than doing the 
things our men must do on the battle fronts.
